The supervisors of the town of Janesville are 
hereby authorizeil and empowered to apply all the moneys receiv-
ed or to be received in said town, from licenses granted during the 
years of eighteen hundred and forty-eight and forty-nine for the 
sale of ardent spirits, to the support of the poor of said town, any 
law of this state to the contrary notwithstanding.

town of Oregon and running thence northwest thirty or forty rods, 
until it strikes the quarter line, thence on said line, through section 
twenty-fourAnd twenty-three and at or near the middle of section 
twenty-two, thence angling either side of said quarter line, as the 
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woe or cirenthatances require, until it strikes the centre post lit 
section twenty-one, thence, in a northwesterly course, until it 
strikes the section line between sections twenty-one and twenty, 
where it intersects the old road at that place. 

SEC. 21. Said road shall be altered, and laid out and returned 
agreeably to the provisions of an act to provide for laying out and 
opening territorial roads and for other purposes, passed January 
11, 1840, and, when so altered and laid out, shall be a public high-
way, according to said act, and the said board of commissioners 
are hereby authorized to adopt, as a part of the road hereby au-
thorized, any part of suoh public roads heretofore laid out, as shall 
by suitable and proper.
